On the death of 
William A. Blout, President of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, the Senator became General Counsel for the Flagler 
Interests, a great honor. 

The Flagler Interests include the Florida East Coast Rail- 
way ; Florida East Coast Hotel Company ; Model Land Com- 
pany, and associated Companies; Floride East Coast Car 
Ferry Company; West Palm Beach Water Company; The 
St. Augustine Evening Record; and the Flagler Trust 
Company. ` 

Senator Loftin is Senior Member of the famous Law Firm 
of Loftin, Stokes and Calkins, which firm enjoys a large 
clientele of diversified Interests. He is also President of the 
St. Augustine Evening Record; a Director of The Florida 
Times-Union; Vice President of the Jacksonville Terminal 
Company; a Director of the Railway Express Agency, and 
a Director of the-Atlantic National Bank of Jacksonville. 

This great man is beloved by all who know him. Senator 
Loftin belongs to a generation which is fast becoming ex- 
tinct, that old school of old ‘fashioned Integrity where men 
would sacrifice rather than disregard the dictates of their
